Drastic Laws. 

Minnesota.—With the passage of 
cmendments by the 1923 legislature 
to prohibition laws in effect, Minne- 
sita stands out pre-eminently in hav- 
ing the most drastic prohibition laws 
of any state in the Union. 

Under the provisions of the new 
laws it is illegal to possess a formula, 
receipe or directions which are de- 
signed for use, or used for, or in con- 
nection with the manufacture of in- 
toxicating liquor. The law explains 
that it is also illegal to possess any 
apparatus, implements, machine or 
device, jugs and other containers, 
used in the manufacture or storiug 
of liquor. 


It further provides that the destruc- 
tion of any apparatus, implement or 
machine, any receipe, formula or d:- 
dections, or any container, is prima 
facie evidence that these were for use 
in connection with the manufacture or 
possession of liquor, and that any 
building wherein liquor is sold is sub- 
ject to abatement proceedings and 
closing for any kind of use for one 
year, 

Missouri—More stringent’ enforee- 
ment of prohibition laws was proposed 
in seven bills introduced in the recent 
session of the Missouri legislature. 
‘wo of the important measures passed 
include a general regulatory probibi- 
tion act and an act providing that 
cities may pass ordinances to aid 1n 
the enforcement of prohibition, 

More Power to Police. 

The regulatory prohibition measure 
gives police officials and county offi- 
lcers more power to enforce the eight- 
eenth amendment, and imposes heavy 
fines and penalties for violations. It 
does not affect soft drink establish- 
ments or manufacturers of proprie- 
tary medicines operating under gov- 
ernment permits. 

The measure carries drastic provi- 
sions for the punishment of persons 
apprehended while transporting liquor, 
and makes it a felony punishable by a 
sentence to the state penitentiary for 
anyone to manufacture, sell or give 
away “moonshine, hootch, or corn 
whisky,” that causes loss of life, 
sight, or is the cause of maiming an 
imbiber of the liquor. Physicians are 
not permitted, under the provisions of 
the bill, to charge more for: liquor pre- 
scriptions that for other prescriptions. 

A measure introduced by Mrs. Mel- 
cene T. Smith, representative from St. 
Louis county, and enacted, permits 
cities, towns and villages to enact ordi- 
nances to aid in the enforcement of 
the federal prohibition laws within 
their territory. 

Nebraska—Nebraska enacted two 
laws on prohibition at the last session. 
One makes bootleggers or persons who 
sive away liquor liable for damages 
crowing out of its consumption, either 
to the person drinking it, or because 
of any act committed by him while 
‘under its influence. The other makes 
|it prima facie evidence of guilt when 
l any person has illicit liquor in @ pri- 
vate dwelling. or when he breaks 
bottles or containers or throws them 
away or pours out the contents when 
about to be arrested for violation of 
the prohibition law.

Four bills referred to the house 
committee on labor and labor statis- 
tics were approved by tKat body at its 
meeting Monday night at the Kim- 
ball House. One of these was a bill 
baeked by local representatives of 
brotherhoods of railroad engineers, 
firemen and conductors, and intro- 
duced by Representatives Dek oor, of 
Clayton, which provides that all au- 
tomobiles shall come to a full stop 
before crossing railroads at grade 
crossings.

Calling attention to two policies he

“a square deal to every person of

Morrell was said by state prison com- 
mission officials to have escaped three 
times from Georgia prison camps 
while serving a sentence of five to 
seven years as a result of his convic- 
tion of forgery. 

Suggests Prompt Probe. 

“T suggest that you dispatch 
promptly the most trustworthy inspec- 
tor available for this investigation,” 
the goyernor’s letter to the prison com- 
mission reads, 

“Particularly do I wish the follow- 
ing information: 

“Your record as to the punishment 
meted out to this oonvict. If this 
record is full and complete. If in 
fact the ecpnvict was unreasonably 
punished. In this event, I am sure 
you will see that any official partici-

the eighteenth amendment. 

The concerted attack of the wets in 
the assembly, directed at the repeal ‘of 
the Severson law, was successful by a 
five-vote margin in the lower house, 
but met decisive defeat in the senate 
Indefinite postronemenc was given the 
proposal, 19 to 12, by the upper house, 
without any preceding discussion. 

An attempt to modify the enforce- 
ment statute by restricting the search 
and seizure clause, a move openly 
sponsored by Governor Blaine and 
favored by the assembly, was stopped 
short by adverse senate action.

Prohibition Wins Out in 

Nearly Every, Case in 
Legislative Sessions in 
Fourteen States. 


Chicago, July 23.—The question of 
enforcing prohibition laws came up 
recently in the legislatures of four- 
teen central states, and action was 
taken as follows: 

Illinois—The 53rd general assem- 
bly enacted no “‘wet’’ legislation. 

Two “dry” bills. were passed. One 
of them provides for a fund for the en- 
forcement of prohibition drawn from 
fines collected for violations of the 
law, prosecuted by the state’s attor- 
neys and the attorney general. This 
bill will relieve taxpayers. of the 
burden of enforcement, and, it is 
believed, create a surplus. 

The other bill makes the man who 
sells poison liquor which causes death 
punishable the same as if he com- 
mitted murder. 

Indiana—Four bills, two of which 
amended laws already in :orce, hav- 
ing to do with strengening of the state 
prohibition law, were passed by the 
Indiana general assembly at its recent 
session and have been signed by Gov 
Warren T. McCray. 

The bills, briefly, provide that: 

Persons operating vehicles while 


| under the influence of liquor are guil- 
' ty of a misdemeanor punishable by a 
fine not exceeding S500, to which shall 
be added jail sentences of from ten 


days to six months. Persons con- 
victed a second time are guilty of 
felony, punishable with a jail sen- 


_ tence of from one to five years. 


Guilty of Felony. 

It is unlawful to have in possession 
or under control «ny still for manu- 
facturing intoxicating liquor in viola- 
tion of the laws of th: state. Per- 
sons caight >» doing are guilty of 
felony punislbable by from one to 
five vears imprisonment and a _ fine 
ranging from $100 to $1.000. Posses- 
sion of any still or distilling appara- 
tus not registered according to 
provisions of the laws of the United 
States shall be prima facie evidence 
that such possession was for the pur- 
pose of manufacturing intoxicating 
liquor. 

Anyone transporting liquor in any 
vehi¢le, or hy water or aircraft, shall 
be guilty of a felony, punishable br 
from one to two years’ imprisonment 
and a fine not to exceed $1,000. 

A fine rancing from $100 to $500 
and 30 days to six months’ imprison- 
ment is provided for the first convic- 
tion on charge of giving away. selling, 
bartering. etc., of intoxicating liquor 
Second offense punishable by imprison- 
ment of from one to two years and 
$200 to $1,000 fine. 

Towa—Seven new prohibition laws 
were enncted hy the Iowa 
ture, which adjourned April 
summary of them follows:

Drastic Laws. 

Minnesota.—With the passage of 
cmendments by the 1923 legislature 
to prohibition laws in effect, Minne- 
sita stands out pre-eminently in hav- 
ing the most drastic prohibition laws 
of any state in the Union. 

Under the provisions of the new 
laws it is illegal to possess a formula, 
receipe or directions which are de- 
signed for use, or used for, or in con- 
nection with the manufacture of in- 
toxicating liquor. The law explains 
that it is also illegal to possess any 
apparatus, implements, machine. or 
device, jugs and other containers, 
used in the manufacture or storiug 
of liquor. 


It further provides that the destruc- 
tion of any apparatus, implement or 
machine, any receipe, formula or d:- 
dections, or any container, is prima 
facie evidence that these were for use 
in connection with the manufacture or 
possession of liquor, and that avy 
building wherein liquor is sold is sub- 
ject to abatement proceedings and 
closing for any kind of use for one 
year, 

Missouri—More stringent’ enforce- 
ment of prohibition laws was proposed 
in seven bills introduced in the recent 
session of the Missouri legislature. 
‘Iwo of the important measures passed 
include a general regulatory prohibi- 
tion act and an act providing that 
cities may pass ordinances to aid in 
the enforcement of prohibition, 

More Power to Police. 

The regulatory prohibition measure 
gives police officials and county offi- 
cers more power to enforce the eight- 
eenth amendment, and imposes heavy 
beers and penalties for violations. It 
does not affect soft drink establish- 
cone or manufacturers Of proprie- 
tary medicines operating under gov- 
ernment permits. 

The measure carries drastic provi- 
sions for the punishment of persons 
apprehended while transporting liquor, 
and makes it a felony punishable by a 
sentence to the state penitentiary for 
anyone to manufacture, sell or give 
away “moonshine, hootch, or corn 
whisky,” that causes loss of life, 
sight, or is the cause of maiming an 
imbiber of the liquor. Physicians are 
not permitted, under the provisions of 
the bill, to charge more for:liquor pre- 
scriptions that for other prescriptions. 

A measure introduced by Mrs. Mel- 
eene T. Smith, representative from St. 
Louis county, and enacted, permits 
cities, towns and villages to enact ordi- 
nances to aid in the enforcement of 
the federal prohibition laws within 
their territory.

FOUR LABOR BILLS 
RECEIVE APPROVAL 


_ 

Four bills referred to the house 
committee on labor and labor statis- 
tics were approved by that body at its 
meeting Monday night at the Kim- 
ball House. One of these was a bil! 
baeked by local representatives of 
brotherhoods of railroad engineers, 
firemen and conductors, and intro- 
duced by Representatives DeFoor, of 
Clayton, which provides that all au- 
tomobiles shall come to a full stop 
before crossing railroads at grade 
crossings. ‘The bill provides’ that 
railroads shall erect suitable warning 
signs, 100 feet on each side of all 
grade crossings, stating that the stop 
is demanded by state law. 

Other bills passed included one by 
Pickren, of Charlton, to make it il- 
legal to employ children below the 
age of fourteen, or sixteen when the 
work to be done is night work, in the 
state. An amendment to this Dill 
was adopted providing that it does 
not apply to child performers on the 
stage. 

Another bill, by Guess, of DeKalb, 
provides that the atttorney general of 
the state shall be paid $1,200 per year 
for his services as a member of, and 
as legal adviser to, the industrial 
commission, which administers the 
state workmen's compensation law. In 
still another bill, also introduced by 
Representative Guess; this law is 
amended so as to remove certain am- 
biguities in its wording. It was 
pointed out in connection with the bill 
providing extra salary for the attor- 
ney general that this money does not 
come from state funds, but is provid- 
e| by a special tax levied against em- 
plovyers affected under the provisions 
of the bill. 

A number of railroad men appeared 
before the committee in support of the 
bill to require autos to stop before 
crossing railroad grades. 

Mrs. C. W. MeDade, of 683 Edge- 
wood avenue, Atlanta, wife of a rail- 
read engineer, told of a number of

Governor Orders 


Probe of Charges 
Made by Convict 


Calling attention to two policies he 
announced in his inaugural address— 
“a square deal to every person of 
every class or conditon,” and “a de- 
fense of the state against all slander 
at home or abroad’—Governor Clif- 
ford Walker last night ordered the 
state prison commission to investigate 
charges of William Morrell, alias Wil- 
liam McGarrity, now held in New 
York, that he had been treated bru- 
telly while confined in a Georgia 
chaingang. 

The governor stated he did not be- 
lieve the allegations of Morrell, but 
added he intended to investigate all 
such cases brought to his attention 
and correct what he’ termed “slurs 
and falsehoods” directed at the state. 
Morrell was said by state prison com- 
mission officials to have escaped three 
times from Georgia prison camps 
while serving a sentence of five to 
seven years as a result of his convic- 
tion of forgery. 

Suggests Prompt Probe. 

“IT suggest that you dispatch 
promptly the most trustworthy inspec- 
tor available for this investigation,” 
the governor’s letter to the prison com- 
mission reads. 

“Particularly do I wish the follow- 
ing information: 

“Your record as to the punishment 
meted out to this convict. If this 
record is full and complete. If in 
fact the ecpnvict was unreasonably 
punished. In this event, [ am sure 
you will see that any official partici- 


i 


pating in the abuse of power is 
promptly discharged.” 

Morrell recently was apprehended | 
in Buffalo, N. Y. Requisition papers | 
have been issued for him and the ‘gov- 
ernor said he would be returned to 
the state immediately. 

A statement issued by the prison 
commission before the governor's let- 
ter was received said “as far as we 
can ascertain, there is no truth in 
McGarrity’s statement that he was 
brutally treated in Fayette county.

One Perfect System. 

The income tax is the one perfect 
system, said Professor McPherson, if 
it is perfectly administered. There 
is a danger, however, he added, that 
it would, in some years, fail to raise 
sufficient revenue for the states 
needs. Therefore he advocated a 
classified property tax as a secondary 
source of revenue to the income fax. 

Professor McPherson pointed out 
that if taxes are levied on a reason- 
able basis public sentiment will call 
for their enforcement, but said that 
unreasonable taxation throws public 
sentiment on the side of the man who 
refuses to pay his taxes in full. 

He pointed out that, under tha 
present laws of Georgia, the man 
whose $1,000 is earning $40 in the 
savings bank, is legally called upon 
to pay $30 in taxes, three per cent on 
his property, in many counties. This, 
he showed, amounts to 75 per cent of 
the income from that property, which 
he branded as unreasonable and un- 
enforceable. 

lie therefore advocated a classified 

ad valorem tax which would differen- 
tiate between the income producing 
capacity of different classes of prop- 
erty, aS a reserve source of revenue 
to an income tax, which should be 
the basis or main source of the state's 
finances, 
» Commissioner Fullbright, in his 
talk, drew attention to a situation 
he suid. has been overlooked 
in much of the tax discussion.

LEGISLATIVE DECEPTION. 
The 1923 general assembly be- 


gins the second half of its 50-day 
session with an evident purpose to 
reconstruct the fiscal system of 
Georgia in a businesslike, construc- 
tive manner. | 

This is most commendable. 

There are different schools of 
economic thought as to the best 
method for meeting the situation 
faced by the state, without immu- 
nities or penalties; but the fact, un- 
der the suggestion of the governor, 
that the leaders of both houses are 
willing to go into joint, almost un- 


official, conference and call before 
them students of taxation from the 
citizenship of the state, shows a 
healthful, heartening disposition to 
arrive at some definite plan of ac- 
tion that shall as nearly as practica- 
ble meet the just requirements of 
state service, preserve the integrity 
and honor of the commonwealth, 
and stimulate, rather than embar- 


rass, the welfare of the people, 
The very fact that the assembly 


will act frankly and sincerely, in an 
earnest, consecrated effort to ac- 
complish that which is best for 
Georgia without demagogy,. trick- 
ery or pernicious political design, 
will demand of all true Georgians 
a cooperation and a strengthening 
support in every possible way. 
The crisis that is grinding at the 
very vitals of this state’s honor to- 
day has been produced by an inex- 
cusable policy on the part of past 
legislatures to play politics with ap- 
propriations and to evade the re- 
sponsibility of providing the funds 
to meet them. 

In order to incur favor of classes 
to be used in respective political 
campaigns, politicians in the past 
have fathered and fostered larger 
extreme appropriations knowing at 
the time that the state could not 
meet them. 

This has been particularly true in 
the matter of pension legislation. 

In this. they not only took. unfair 
advantage of the old soldiers whom 


they thus played as pawns upon 
the chess table, but did them seri- 


ous injuries by raising false hopes, 
and by inciting in them a natural 
spirit of rebellion against a condi- 
tion about which they had been de- 
“signedly and most unfortunately 
misled. 

It is gratifying to see that this 
legislature is not disposed to coun- 
tenance such nefarious practices. 
They are wrong, in violation of 
'* every tenet of political honor, and 
| actually in violation of the moral 

obligations of man to man. 

The next twenty-five days can 
bring about a completed legislative 
program for tax revision that should 
It is 
impossible to please every element 
in the matter of taxes. Those who 
complain most about taxes are usu- 
ally those who pay less. 

Of course it is basicly right that 
taxes should be distributed as much 
as possible, so that no one element 
may be penalized and no one ele- 
ment given immunity.

The honor of the state involves 
progressive attention to the com- 


mon schools and institutions of the 


‘state; to the old soldiers who are 


dependent; to a reconstruction of 
rural life upon the new economic 


conditions forced by those factors 
that are today making rural life in 


many sections profitless and -unat- 
tractive; to the delinquents; to im- 
proved penal conditions; to a com- 
pleted highway system—to a pro- 
gressiveness that Georgia must 
show in keeping step with this mod- 
ern age. 

That this legislature wilt meet 
this crisis with frankness and judg- 
ment, and not fall into the repre- 
hensible error’ of continuing the 
practice of legislative deception, as 
have too many of the preceding 
assemblies, is most commendable. 
From the people of Georgia the as- 
sembly should have the heartiest 


cooperation in its effort to solve the 
state’s most pressing problem.

While the heat wave sweeps over

A temperature of 80 is more de- 
pressing—more oppressive and un- 
bearable—in the north than a tem- 
perature of 90 in Atlanta. 

This is due to the humidity that 
envelops the atmosphere like a 
smothering blanket, and saps vi- 
tality and challenges one’s best 
Strength.

Nobody at 
first suspected the versatile Croy. 
It was his first successful novel, and 
he had to sit back and see praise go 
to others. 

His publishers had a reasor for 
hiding the identity of the novel. Mr. 
Croy, who is a fellow Missourian and 
a friend of mine, has beem a success- 
ful writer of shor* ‘tories and also a 
globe trotter of note. But two of bis 
novels were not good sellers. 

Those things hurt the author’s fu- 
ture sales, no matter how excellent his 
wares. So Me Croy was induced to 
bring out his latest novel anonymous- 
ly. It was no doubt a blow, but in 
the final analysis he will be better 
off. His next book, blurbed as the 
author of “West of .the Water 
Tower,” will have a following for it. 

There is precedent, for the pub- 
lisher’s method, Basil King, at the 
start of his literary career, wrote sik 
novels that had very small sales. Then 
he wrote “Inner Shrine.” which was 
brought out anonymously. It had a 
remarkable sale. 

Mr. King, hiding his light under 
a bushel, had created a big reading 
public for himself, and his ensuing 
novel, as the author of “Inner 
Shrine,” proved he had established 
himself in a big way. 

One of the best known magazine 
writers began his career anonymously. 
He wrote for the cheaper magazines 
under several pseudonyms. He feared 
a past which had included a prison 
sentence for some minor pecadillo. 
Two years ago he decided to use his 
real name, but he so established him- 
self under fictitious names that he 
had to go back to the pseudonyms.

This is not intended as 
an accurate description of all the phy-

Cost of Maintenance. 

The cost of maintaining and operat- 
ing the class 1] railways. including 
the large switching and terminal com- 
panies, was, for the year 1921, $4,- 
603,806,907, and for the year 1922, 
$4.455,650,216. I think it will be 
conceded by every student of the sub- 
ject, that the amounts expended for 
inaintenance and operation, during 
these years was less than it — 
have been, and less than it woul 
have been if the railways had. been 
in financial position to have expend- 
ed more. The shortage of transpor- 
tation facilities, so acute in 1921 and 
1922, would not have been so marked 
if the railways had been able to keep 
their engines and cars in proper re- 
pair. However that may be, it 1s 
safe to assume that oo class Page 
ways will require each year 0 ie 
immediate future from $4,500,000,000 
to $5,000,000,000 to maintain and

BUSSEY DEFENDS 
~ TAX REFORM BILL 


Declaring that solytion of the tax 
problem of Georgia will be found in 
the system that will give most pro- 
tection to farming and agricultural 
interests, S. Bussey, of Crisp, 
author of the Bussey bill for the re- 
form of the present system now pend- 
ing in the legislature, Monday morn- 
ing defended his mé@asure. 

The plan provides for the release 
of the five-mill tax on county digests 
and in time the counties release eor- 
poration taxes and permit the state to 
collect them, 

The exchange proposed by Mr. 
Bussey would result, he claims, in a 
net decrease of the state's .revenue 
of $1,000,000, and would result in 
a saving to the counties of $1,500,000. 
according to the author. 

A minimum saving of $300,000 to 
the state is claimed by the defendet 
of the bill. Through this system the 
saving being the money now paid in 
commissions to collectors of revenue. 


Make Up Deficit. 


This exchange would leave the state 
a deficit of about $1,000,000, which 
the bill proposes could be balanced by 
placing an increased tax on insur- 
ance premiums and interest, an in- 
tangible property tax and a limited 
income tax.

Ii 
we adopt the latter policy the money

Moreover, 
the annual additions to capital of not 
less than $750,000,000. in the average, 
would not be contributed under a 
other condition. Those who have the 
money inust invest it-voluntarily and 
it needs no long argument to prove 
that unless these persons believe that 
their money will be secure and tha: 
they will receive fair interest or divi- 
dends upon it they will not invest 
it in either railway stocks or bonds 

Let it be clearly understood that J 
am not at this moment discussing 
the value of existing railway property 
nor the methods of ascertaining tha! 
valne. This question is an excced 
ingly important one and I recognize 
not only its importance but its dif- 
ficulties; I will give full attention 
to it in another article. I am intent 
now upon impressing upon the minds 
of the people of the couatry just one 
vital truth, namely, that our preseni

Leonard Out-Generaled, Out-Boxed and Out- 
Punched Challenger — Gate 
Receipts Reach $500,000. 


Yankee Stalimn, New York, N. Y.. 
July 23.—(By the Associated Press.) 
Benny Leonard, king of the light 
weights of the past six years, demon- 
strated conclusively tonight his undis- 
puted title to the throne by trounc 
ing Lew Tendler, his Philadelphia 
challenger, in a slashing, bitterly 
fought 15-round match at the Yanke. 
stadium, 


Before a crowd of more than 65,000 
that paid a half-million dollars 10 
see the match, setting a new high 
mark for championships outside the 
: heavyweight class, Leonard »dut-gen- 
eralled, out-boxed -and out-punched 
his foremost rival from start to finish. 
He held the upperkand, had Tendle 
on the verge of a knockout at the 
close and the judges’ verdict in his 
favor at the finish was merely a for 
mality. 

Spectacular as was the fight, i: 
lacked the thrill, the suspense anc 
evenness of their memorable battle a 
year ago at Boyle's Thirty Acre: 
where Leonard, hanging on at one 
Stage, wac barely able to gain a 
margin of victory. 

Leonard fought with consummate 
skill. A master of ring tactics, he 
had his rugged southpaw challenges 
baffled by the speed and precision of 
his attack, while he made futile mos: 
of Tendler’s attacks on the offensive. 
The champion landed three blows to 
one in almost every round. 

Tendier Letharzgic. 

Tendler seemed slow, lethargic by 
comparison to the title-holder. Blocked 
in his favorite method of attack, for 
which Leonard apparently had _per- 
fected a remarkable defense, the chal 
lenger was left with no effective weap- 
on. He was wiid repeatedly, and 
though he stood up gamely under a 
terrific battering in several rounds, 
he seemed in much better form than 
when he gave Leonard a slashing 
Struggle a year ago. 

Leonard evidently had learned the 
lesson of his ‘ast fight with Tendler. 
Instead of permitting his rival to get 
the jump, the title-holder took the 
aggressive in the second round and 
quickly piled up a decisive margin on 
points. He jumped in and around the 
challenger, blocking, ducking and spar- 
ring while he shot jolting uppercut: 
and hooks to the head and body. Tend. 
ler, trying gamely to stem the tide, 
tried rushing, but the champion beat 
him at his own game. For twelve 
rounds the champion held the upper- 
hand with ease. Then in the thir- 
teenth he cut loose with a savage 
drive that soon had Tendler in dis- 
tress, 

Knocked to Knee. 

The crowd -imped to its feet as 
Leonard, swinging rights and lefts to 
the head, with terrifie force. drove 
Tendler about the ring. Once, from 
a right to the jaw, Tendler slipped 
to bis knee and it seemed he would 
take a count, but he jumped back to 
his feet, only to b met by another 
withering attack. 

» ainly the challenger tried to stat 
with his left, but Leonard was too 
quick and the round closed with the 
challenger in full retreat. 

Two hard shots to the jaw had 
Tendler again in distress in the four- 
teenth, He weathered this storm only 
to face another smashing attack in 
the final roynd. Leonard, trving hard 
for a knockout, had his opponent reel- 
ing and bloody with smashing hooks

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“Tendler is the greatest southpaw 
and one of the greatest lightweights 
I have ever seen,” said the champion 
later. “He put up a stiff battle and 
even in the final rounds, when J] 
got him the hardest, I wasn’t able 
to put him down, although 1 tried 
hard.” 

“Leonard is a great champion.” de- 
clared Tendler in paying tribute to 
his conqueror. “I did the best I could 
but it wasn’t good enough, Benny is 
a master ring general.” 

Billy Gibson, the title-holder’s man- 
ager, declared the fight would go down 
in history as one of the greatest of 
lightweight battles.” 

“We're ready for anybody now,”

The crowd, massed in every nook 
and corner of the big stadium, wes 
one of the most picturesque in his. 
tory. Though Promoter Jimmy Johi- 
ston’s estimate was 15,000 less than 
the announced capacity 80,000 it ap- 
peared that every spot was filled, ex- 
cept possibly some of the far reaches 
of the bleachers. Both the attendance 
and estimated receipts eclipsed the 
former record for lightweight cham- 
pionships, set at 60.000 and $375,000 
ip the !ast Tendler-Leonard scrap. 

Early comers amused’ themselves 
with a battle of straw hats and pro- 
crams until the arrival of Harry 
Wills, negro challenger for Jack 
Dempsey’s heavyweight title. aroused 
a general outburst of enthusiasm. The 
big negro took off his hat and bowed 
in acknowledgment. 

Ringside sections filled slowly with 
notables of society and business. Many 
fashionably-zgowned women were 
among the early arrivals. 

The towering bulk of Jess Willard, 
knockout victim of Twmis Firno in 
the recent battle at Boyles’ Thirty 
Acres, was the signal for another dem- 
onstration as he walked to his seat 
near the ring. 

“No more fighting for me” said 
Willard. “I expect to leave for my 
home in Los Angeles in a few days 
and then return to Oklahoma to take 
care of my business interests there.”

When these later were con- 
firmed, by official advices, the selling 
movement became even more pro- 
nounced and was continued with more 
or less violence thztoughout the entir 
day, forcing July contracis off to 
~4.50, October to 23.65 and December 
to 22.50, which practically represented 
the closing levels. 

Old crop positions suffered the 
createst losses, as it was reported 
that the basis had weakened in7the 
southwest under an increase in the 
movement of new cotton and in addi- 
tion to feeling the effects of improved 
weather conditions, late months were 
under pressure of hedging operations 
against the new crop.
